In Academy Lecture 


On Friday evening at 8:15, in 
the Meeting Room, George Wash- 
ington Hall, Professor Robert D. 
Feild of Harvard will speak on 
“The Art of Walt Disney.” The lec- 
ture is being held in connection 
with the very popular Disney ex- 
hibition now on view at the Addi- 
son Gallery, which was arranged 
with the co-operation of the 
speaker.

BEGIN CONSTRUCTION OF NEW DORMITORY 
AT ABBOT ACADEMY THIS WEEK 


Ground has been broken this 
week for a new dormitory at Abbot 
Academy. The new building, made 
possible ‘by a gift of Mrs. Emily 
F, Abbey Gill of Springfield, will 
accommodate twenty-six students 
and six teachers. Of brick construc- 
tion and colonial in design, the 
dormitory is the first step in the 
development plan for the Academy 
which it is hoped will ibe realized 
by means of the Second Century 
Fund. 

Abbot Academy opened for its 
first session on May 6, 1829, so 
that it is now one hundred and ten 
years old. The original building, 
Abbot Hall, is not only still in use, 
but is the most beautiful building 
on the grounds. It is of Bulfinch 
design, and contains a charming 
assembly room now used as the 
chapel of the school, in which por- 
traits from the earliest years of 
the school history, and simple but 
dignified benches, create an atmos- 
phere of serenity.

plans is Lens Frederick Larson of 
Hanover, N. H. Mr. Larson’s plans, 
which include the building of a 
new wing to balance an existing 
one on Draper Hall, the main build- 
ing of the school, include also sug- 
gestions which will make the build- 
ings more consistent with the 
architecture of Abbot Hall. 


A new library, to house more ade- 
quately the school’s collection of

Subtracting 

Reverberations still are heard 
from that mass meeting held by 
organized taxpayers down at Me- 
chanics hall a couple of weeks ago. 
As is always the case some people 
are very much disturbed because 
some other people feel that their 
expenditures should be cut. “Be- 
sides, who are these taxpayer 
people to think that they can tell 
us how to run our departments?” 


Books have been written about 
a certain extralegal phase of our 
governmental life. “Group Repre- 
sentation” is the nice name for it 
—‘Lobbies” is the better-known 
name. For years at Washington and 
at 48 state houses these lobbies, 
these minority groups, have prac- 
tically run things, presenting their 
ideas year after year and eventual- 
ly forcing them through until the 
sum total of all their endeavors 
has meant an awful drain on the 
public treasury. Who are these tax- 
payer people, you ask? Just another 
lobby, of course—but there are a 
few points in which they differ 
from these others. First of all, they 
are not asking. for more money; 
they are merely endeavoring to un- 
do some of the things that have 
crept into our public life. Secondly, 
they are not a minority group, for 
they represent every single one of 
us. We’re all taxpayers, if we have 
anything to pay taxes with. 

The hght now is between this 
majority group and a large assort- 
ment of minority groups, in some 
cases sectional groups. The latter 
will use every means at their com- 
mand to avoid the curtailment or 
elimination of the items they are 
interested in. “Why, this repre- 
sents. only one cent on the tax 
rate.” A lot of groups advance their 
propositions that way. After all a 
cent isn’t so much, is it? The only 
trouble is that a cent plus a cent 
plus more cents make a pretty 
hefty total, and that’s what we’re 
facing foday. The legislators be- 
cause of these pressure groups 
have been able to add and add and 
add, It’s ‘time now for a lesson in 
subtraction, for after all, there is 
something in the budgets that can 
be subtracted and there’s not much 


left to subtract in the taxpayers’ 


purse, 


Splitting 
Grades and 
Closing Schools 

The Shawsheen Parent-Teacher 
association has asked ithe school 
board for a hearing on the gsug- 
gested splitting of a grade in the 
village school to make up for a 
small pupil teacher ratio in two 
of the grades. This unfortunately 
is an expedient which, it is under- 
stood, ithe committee may feel 
necessary in view of the decreased 
appropriation granted it by the 
town meeting, and the parents 
whose children would be affected 
are quite justifiably alarmed. 


The plan would involve taking 
one grade, cutting it in half and 
putting one half with the preceda- 
ing grade and the other half with 
the succeeding grade. This would 


eliminate one teacher and result 
in a saving of at least $1400 a 
year, 

Unfortunately very little was 
said about this possibility before 
or at town meeting. If it had 
been stated at that time that this 
decision would be necessary, the 
town meeting result would have 
been different because the Shaw- 
sheen villagers would have 
presented just as strong an argu- 
ment backed up with a greater 
preponderance of numbers than 
the North district residents did 
in their fight to keep their school 
open, And it would have appealed 
more ito the good judgment of 
the voters, too, because the clos- 
ing of the North school meant 
educational progress and the split- 
ting of a grade means a step back- 
wards educationally. It’s quite a 
problem for the school board to 
settle, but the Shawsheen  vil- 
lagers certainly have a right to 
hope that the necessary savings 
may be made in some way that 
will not bring in the possibility 
of an impairment of the schools’ 
educational program.
